Pioneering in 
the production and distribution of head let- 
tuce was done by growers and shippers in 
the Los Angeles basin. It was Los Angeles 
county lettuce that first reached the At- 
lantic seaboard, and established California's 
reputation for quality in this commodity. 

An epochal step in this industry was the 
development, in 1915, of head lettuce grow- 
ing in Imperial Valley during the winter 
months. Los Angeles county has specialized 
in late spring and late fall shipping periods. 
In 1915, a total of twenty-eight cars of let- 
tuce went out of Imperial Valley. The 1926- 
27 season saw over 11,000 carloads roll from 
this district alone. 

Imperial Valley head lettuce further es- 
tablished California's prestige in the produc- 
tion of this commodity in eastern markets 
and soon there came a demand for head let- 
tuce for all seasons of the year. Los An- 
geles continued to ship during the late 
spring and late fall months, but here lands 
were going into subdivision and demand dur- 
ing these periods and also during the Sum- 
mer grew to a point where new districts 
were sought. Again Los Angeles distribu- 
tors and Los Angeles capital were called up 
on.

Development of Arizona Sheep Industry 
a Colorful Bit of History

OR almost four centuries the plaintive 

“ba-a-a” of the lamb has been heard 

on the mesas and in the mountains, 
of Arizona. Sheep raising in the Southwest 
has a record that for duration, picturesque- 
ness and romance, is shared by no otier 
industry in the United States today. except 
perhaps the range cattle business. Marco 
de Niza, in 1539, reported that sheep were 
in the possession of the natives of Cibola, 
but he was probably mistaken. Friar Esti- 
van, in the same year, reported that no 
sheep were seen except the “bighorn.” It 
is possible that de Niza saw the fleeces of 
wild sheep the Indians had killed and sup- 
posed that the natives had domesticated 
them. Coronado, on his march to the Sev- 
en Cities in 1540, brought bands of sheep 
and herds of cattle to furnish food for his 


Following the early Spanish explorers, 


— were sent into the land of the Hop- 
commen the savages, and they brought 
oe them sheep, cattle and horses. 


in the period of contact with the Spaniards, 


the Indians commenced using wool to make 
blankets, utilizing a oy ny: of weaving 
that had come to them from the Rio Grande 
pueblos. 

For the next "150 years, little is known of 
the sheep industry except that around the 
missions established by the Spanish fath- 
ers stock-raising was encouraged. In 1775, 
Padre Font wrote that the Pimas- “own 
some large sheep whose wool is good.” The 
Pimas lived in Southern Arizona and 
sheep were probably brought in from the 
older settlements farther south. 

Sheep raising had an early development 
among the Pueblo Indians of the Rio Grande 
Valley in New Mexico. Their flocks were 
often raided by the Indians from the West 
and undoubtedly they furnished additions 
to the flocks of the Navajos. In 1860, a 
military imspector estimated that the In- 
dians had stolen from the New Mexican 
pueblos no less than 47,300 sheep in eight- 
een months. 

Droughts caused the sheepmen trouble 
and loss in the years gone by as they do 
today, something attested by figures gath- 
ered by Padres Fernandes and Garcia, who

Co-Operatives Popular 


According to a recent bulletin from the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
Bureau of Census, the co-operative idea has 
spread very generally throughout the coun- 
try since 1878, the date of organization for 
the first such body of which department 
has any record. Since that time, 12387 mar- 
keting organizations of co-operative nature 
have come into being, existing in forty-five 
out of the forty-eight States in the Union. 
Two-thirds of these associations héndile 
fruit and vegetable crops. Farmers produc 
ing such crops were the first to organize 
and develop federations for the purpose of 
handling and marketing their produce, and 
these associations have used advertising in 
an extensive way to stimulate consumer de 
mand. It is estimated that co-operatives 
handled a volume of business for their mem- 
bers which amounted to $280,000,000 in 
1925. Determined by the amount of co-op 
erative business handled, California has 
been the leading State for many years. New 
York occupied the second place until 1925, 
when Florida stepped up into second rank. 
These three States handled 62 per cent of 
the total business done by co-operatives in 
the United States in 1925, it is stated.

AN EARLY WOOLEN MILL 


The wool growing industry of the Indians 
had grown to such proportions by the mid- 
die of the last century that in 1846 the Mor- 
mons bullt a woolen mill run by water pow- 
er at Tuba City on the Moencopie Wash, 
about seventy miles northwest of Oraibi. It 
was their idea to make use of the wool of 
the Hopis and Navajos. The Indians did 
not take to the plan, however, evidently pre- 
ferring to use their own hand looms, as lit- 
tle wool was brought in and the venture was 
a failure. The ruins of the old stone mill 
may be seen today. 

During the gold rush to California, Carson 


and other pioneers drove sheep from the ing 


Rio Grande Valley across Arizona to help 
feed the argonauts. Bartlett wrote that in 
1852, Indians near Yuma stole a band of 
4217-sheep owned by John White, which 


~ “= Up to about 1875, the Indians were the of 


principal sheep owners. Prior to that time 
sheep-raising was a hazardous occupation 
for white men because of the depredations of 
the Apaches. In 1874, Feliz Scott brought 
a band of sheep from New Mexico into the 
Little Colorado River Valley and the next 
year some Navajo sheep were taken by 
Frank Hunt into Yavapai county. It is be 
lieved that in 1876 a man named Robinson 
drove 2000 sheep into the Tonto Basin. 


CALIFORNIA PIONEER 


John Clark of Flagstaff is regarded as 
having been the pioneer white sheepman of 
Arizona. In 1876, he started from Kern 
county, California, with 6000 head but lost 
about half his band in q snow storm be- 
fore reaching Arizona. He crossed the Col- 
orado at Hardy’s Ferry on December 7, and 
went into winter quarters on the Big Sandy. 
The following spring he found permanent 
range in what is now Coconino county, near 
Bill Williams Mountain.

S WE are all iaeeren together this blessed Sab- 
bath morning under the far-flung rafters of the 
Synagogue, let us pause in memory of a great Ameri- 
can who has passed from this life that ends for all 


on earth into that other life which goes on forever and 


has no end. 


Let us unroll the golden scroll upon which is written 
in letters of light the names of our immortal country- 


men, and add to that bright and ypniaces roster the 
name of Edward Everett Ayer. 


It will be remembered that we have often spoken of 
him in the Synagogue while he was still with us on 
this earth. You all will recall that on many occasions 
we heralded his name and his fame as an inspiration to 
all who would seek great heights of achievement. We 
spoke of him as one who had proved what a man can 
do with his life to make the world better. 


And now that he is gone from earth to return no 
more, his memory shines like a candle in the dark, to 
guide into the light the groping hands and faltering 
footsteps of whoever may follow after him, not know- 
ing which way to go or what to do. 


Just a little While ago he stood erect and strong in 
the sun. Now that which was mortal of him sleeps in 
the dust. And his blithe spirit that never complained 
or knew dismay is with the Lord God of the Ages inside 
the Eastern Gate among the green forests of Heaven 
and beside the still waters in ‘the flelds of asphodel. 

Each man makes his own picture of what Heaven 
is like. And it may be that each man will find it to be 
the fulfillment of his vision and desire. 


If so, there are great green forests in Heaven. And 
it is amonc the trees that Edward Ayer will be found. 
For, the trees never had a fonder lover of a more gal- 
lant champion. There are thousands of the mighty red- 
woods standing in California today that were long since 
fallen under the woodman’'s axe had it not been for him. 
It is a story that belongs to history. 


Years ago when Edward Ayer was upon one of his 
frequent visits to California he was appalled to diseov- 
er that the vast forests of incomparable redwoods were 
fast disappearing into the insatiable maws of hungry 
saw mills. And he realized, as others did, that in an- 
other generation the most glorious things on earth, and 
the oldest living things, would be but mere, misty mem- 
ories on the immemortal pathways of time. 

Others realized it and regretted it, of course. But he 
acted. For, preeminently that was what he was—a 
man of actién. In the three-quarters of a century that 
he took part in the business life of the nation, its prog- 
ress and constructive energies, he was all action. 

One reason, among many others, why he succeeded fn 
life beyond most men was that he was tireless in his in- 
dustry.

It was a long life that Edward Ayer lived, as the span 
of human life goes. And yet it was all too short for 
the world to have bad him: 
noble. 

When tittle more than a boy he Be out for Califor- 


nia upon the quest of adventure, arriving in San Fran- 
cisco almost penniless. 


So, we see of what stuff he was made. Thrown on 
his own resources without money in his pocket, in a 
strange country among rough men in rough times, he 


began to carvera name and fame and fortune for him- 
self. 


ftWas at about that time that the Southern States se- 
ceded and civil war with all its horror of bloodshed. 
death and devastation, rent the nation in twain. 


The first man to enlist in the Union Army in Califor- 
nia was Edward Ayer. Without a thought of his own 
ambitions, his hopes for success and the fortunes of the 
career he had dreamed for himself, he put on the trap 
pings of war and threw his chance of life into the mael- 
strom of the strife—to go where bidden, to obey orders, 
to do or to die. 

On his winter visits to Pasadena he was iad of re 
lating his experiences as a trooper in the immortal 
“California Battalion.” How he used to ride with dis 
patches from the garrison at San Bernardino to the 
fort at Los Angeles, watering his horse on the way at 
the old Mission of San Gabriel whef it ‘was newly fall- 
en to decay and was the rendezvous of degenerate In- 
dians and white outlaws. 


Later on he continued with the Army and rendered

The Chronic Sufferer 

However, the acute attack with most peo- 
ple is a rarity. It is rather the chronic, long- 
suffering catarrhal inflammation or chronic 
dyspepsia which affects the great majority 
of people. It may not reach the actite stage. 
Instead, it may drag on year in and year 
out, giving forth a varied assortment of 
distressing symptoms. 


Symptoms. 

The periodic abdominal distress, not se 
vere enough to cause complete cessation of 
work, yet thoroughly uncomfortable, is by 
far its most constant symptom.

It is the periodic banquets, the huge 
meals, the eating at all social functions, the 
eating at irregular times whether the body 
needs it or not, the unfamiliarity with true 
hunger, the gluttonous taste merely because 
food ig cheap. These are the excellent fore 
runners of chronic gastric catarrh. 


Effects 


The results of such habits are usually em- 
bédied in what is technically known as “gas 
tric atonicity.” The stomach walis sag. The 
X-ray shows almost every anatoinical distor- 
tion. The organ becomes distended, pro 
lapsed, mis-shaped and distorted. The liga 
ments stretch and lose their normal elastic- 
ity. The secretions become abnormal. 
There is either too much or too little acid. 
The food remains in the stomach many 
hours longer than it should. . 

The other symptoms are somewhat sim- 
jlar to acute indigestion except in a milder 
form. 

The presence of gas, bad breath, coated 
tongue, a feeling of general lethargy and in- 
difference, impaired general vitality, a bad 
taste im the mouth and periodic nausea or 
vomiting, are quite the rule. 


Dietetic Solution 


The solution to this problem is again die- 
tetic. 

First and foremost, those habits which 
have been responsible for it should be dis- 
continued. 

We should learn how to eat and then what 
to eat. 

The three-minute meal should give way to 
-sane habits of eating, careful chewing, thor- 
ough mastication and avoidance of excesses.
